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SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the parents and tax payers of Jefferson: 

Your School “Board can conscientiously congratulate 
both you and themselves on the general good condition of 
our schools. Owing to the greatly reduced appropriation of 
funds for school purposes, the number of weeks has been 
much less than what we believe the town ought to furnish. 
In our judginent it is expensive economy to give our scholars 
such long vacations as we have been compelled to do the 
present winter. 

After careful consideration we thought it better to use 
the money in two terms of good length, rather than divide 
it into three short terms. In this way we think we get more 
real work, as the opening and closing of a term of school 
takes a little from solid school work. 

In the selection of teachers we have been very fortun- 
ate in each case. All of them have proven themselves 
efficient, painstaking, conscientious workers. The school 
interest is surely working in the right direction. Parents are 
taking more interest in school work and the advancement 
made by their children. We have had but very few cases of 
unruly conduct. 

The one serious setback in all of the school is inatten- 
dance. Allowing children to be absent from school is a 
mistake that is much greater than most parents seem to real- 
ize. Some say it is only a day, the child can make it up. 
There is no make up, it is time lost and even worse than lost, 
it hinders others, it causes the child to lose interest in the 
work, to drop behind its class and compels the teacher to 
form new classes and to divide the time between twenty 
classes when it should be given to half the number. A child. 
in a large class will do better work than in a small class. 
The large class stimulates an ambition. A _ well-classed 
school gives the teacher a much longer time to devote to a 
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subject than when the school is divided into a large number 
of classes. The subject can be explained to ten or twenty 
children in one class just as effectually and in the same 
amout of time as to a class of one or two scholars. Hence it 
must be obvious to parents that allowing children to be ab- 
sent is a great hindrance to the desired advancement of the 
school. A bill that is now before the legislature for State 
aid in rural districts, proposes to help such districts on a pro 
rata of daily attendance. In order for us to get the largest 
possible benefit from this fund we must havea better daily 
attendance. Parents, think of it and see how many of your 
children can come home with a ‘‘Roll of Honor’? for perfect 
attendance at the close of each term. 

Another mistake is nade by most parents in not visiting 
the school. Your presence is very helpful to both teacher 
and scholars. It prompts both to greater energy. In the 
repairs of roads and bridges, where the expenditure of money 
is less than on our schools, you nearly all examine and ad- 
vise with the agent (and this is well) as to what is exped- 
ient. Why not visit, examine and advise with the teacher 
and committee in our schools? 

The expense of books is large. Much of this expense 
might be saved if parents would see that their children used 
the books with the same care that they would wish them to 
if they purchased books individually instead of the town, 
and returned all books to the schools. You will see that 
your committee claim that if our schools are not what they 
should be that you parents are at fault in not working with 
us to build them up so that our children may equal those of 
any town in education. The High School has done good 
work. It is increasing in numbers and in order to bring it 
up to that standard of excellence that we desire, an assistant 
teacher must be employed in the immediate future. 

The school buildings are for the most part in good con- 
dition. ‘The house on the North road needs outside paint 
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this spring. The house at Riverton stands over the old 
store cellar which has no drain. Stagnant water stands two 
or three feet deep in it all the time, which is a constant men- 


ace to the health of the school. Drainage will not be very 
expetisive.
